In Converſion we rag away from Satans Colours and 
Service, whole Slaves we natu ally are, and entcr into .Chriſts Pay, hence 
Satan purſues vs (if poſſible ) torcgain us, and we have no'otber way to 
help our ſelycs but by Fighting him, To be well acqui2inted with his me- 
thods, Stratagems, devices, te watch him.narcowly, and Fight bun ſtcutly

Pleaſure, profit , Honour, are its baits to allure and 
draw to fin or diſobedience, there be alſo many fears and diſcourage- 
mea's whereby it deters and drives back from the way of obedience, Hence 
the World fires on both ſides; ſo muſt we allo. Now look upon all theſe 


Enemies of our weal, theſe conſtant, perpetua', deadly Enemies, and ſay then 


if a Chr;ftian can be other then a Souldier, and ſee if all theſe will not keep 
him e vet in work. The New mas hath the Spirit and the word that ſet in 
with him, and the Old mes hath the Devil aud the world to help him, each 
Party hath its Auxiliaries, Heaven, Eartb and Hell are engeged in this 
Warr, there is great fiding and betting on either fide, and — maſt be 
great Fighting by him that meane th to win the Day.

nad ſo; why truly jaſt ſo the very ſame is the ſcope of all the Scriptures to 
help us to F 4550 this good fight, and to finiſh our Coprſe, that we may have the 
Crown at laſt. , 

This alſo is the Lords aim in every Sermon we hear, to inſtruct vs in the 
Theory, and ſo fit us for the P/adixe of what may bw ſuch us the Text 
and Doctrine ſpeaks of. Every Sabbath day is a Training day, wherein we 
receive Iuſtructions aud Directions from the Lord concerning our Doty, our 
work as Souldiers, and all the week after we are to act over the Leſſom 
which we then learn. Jeſus Criſt our King, our General, knowing tbe 
muſtitede of Enemies within and about us, gives the ſame order which D#-

Sin and Satan will not be ſcared and frigbted 
away ( as was hinted) by ſquibs and Cracks, nor daunted with greit words, 
nor made to fly with a meer fliſh in the Pan. Beating the Air will never 
beat the Devil tbe Pri. ce of the Air. No, you mult tua fin thorow and 
thorow, your Sword up to the very Hilte, Ebud-libe, prick it to the Hearr, 
elſe it will nor die; you muſt hit the O/d-»4s under the fifrh Rib and let 
his bewels out, elſe you do nothing. If thou deal gently-with ia it will 
be thy. Maſter, bat if theu wilt maſter it, do as u- did by Abſ aum who ran 
the darts through the very Heart of him. When you come te deal with": 
fin and Corruption, do your work ſubſtantially and throughly, get ir fa nai- 
tad bo the Crofi of. Chrifi that it may not have its liberty, Uſe yeu never ſe-

Many will fometimes in a Fit talk of what they will do againſt fin, pre- 
miſe to lea v it off, forſake it, kill it, give out that they will come out with 
ſuch a force agaioft Sin, as that they make no doubt to term and take it; 
Dat Sin will give {ſuch Bragg adoc bio leave to talk and vapour, and will 
give like Anſwer to them as Abab to Benbad ad, when he ſaid, that the daſt 
of Samaria ſponla not ſuffice for bandfuls, &c. Let vet him that puts on bis 
Harusfj, boaſt-as he that puts it ef, Xing. 29. 10,11, Many will declaivs 
much againſt Sin, while in the mean time they nowr1fh and cocker it; but Sin 
cares-not for. words, values only biw, ind down-1igbt blows toe. The Lord 
hates Coward: and gurſes deveivers both in his worſhip,” and other work and 
Service teo, See, Mala.
